Position Description: Under the general direction of the Bridge Management 
Leader and under close guidance, review and approval of the Senior Bridge 
Inspection Engineer, the person in this position leads the bridge inspection team 
in performing statewide bridge inspections.  These inspections are performed 
according to the National Bridge Inspection Standards and to pre-established 
schedules.  Prepares bridge inspection reports and recommends required 
repairs or maintenance actions in consultation with and approval of the Bridge 
Inspection Engineer.  Updates bridge inventory data.  Seeks, receives and 
implements advice obtained from the Bridge Inspection Engineer on complex 
and difficult bridge inspection issues.  Digitizes bridge inspection report 
documents using Integrated Document Management System (IDMS).  Trains 
bridge inspection technicians and maintains high quality standards in all work 
assignments.  Assists other bridge inspection teams with their work when 
requested.  Helps with office work in reviewing and updating data when 
necessary or directed by superiors.  Attends periodic bridge inspection related 
and other necessary and mandated training, takes active part in section 
meetings and contributes to form policies related to various issues.  
Communicates with internal and external customers effectively.  Promotes 
teamwork and leads by example.

*Five (5) years of bridge inspection experience and successful completion of an 
FHWA approved comprehensive training course; or 
*Bachelors of Science degree in civil engineering or a closely related field and 
two years of bridge related experience; or 
*Three (3) years experience at a Senior Transportation Engineering Technician 
level; or 
*Completion of the Arizona Department of Transportation Engineer-In-Training 
(E.I.T.) program; or 
*State of Arizona registration as a Professional Civil Engineer or eligible for 
reciprocity in the State of Arizona 
 
All newly hired employees are subject to the E-Verify Employment Eligibility
